citizens for a reform in banking me- 
thods -and closer surveillance by the di- 
rectors and trustees.

The Verdict, Based on the Insanity 


Fleas, Was Not Guilty. 


Providence, R. I., June 10--In" fhe 


Amos D. Palmer murder trial the 
jury's verdict this morning was "not 
guilty; insanity," 
The jury did r.ot 


leave the box. Palmer shot and killed 
his wife on their wedding1 anniversary. 


Providence, June 10.—The Palmer 


murder case is apparently at an end, and 
&mos D. Palmer will probably be re- 
manded to an insane asylum. The end 
of the trial was in the nature of a sur- 
prise. 
After a long conference yes- 


terday, the agreement was reached that 
Palmer was insane. 
This means, it Is 


understood, that the jury will be In- 
structed to return a verdict asralnst 
Palmer of "not guilty, by reason of In- 
sanity." 


William H. Gale was the first witness 


yesterday. He knew defendant In the 
latter's early life, and said he was kept 
at home and had a nurse during his 
early years. He was constantly under 
the care of either nurse, mother or some 
other person untill he was about 12 years 
old. 
Palmer, as a young boy, was weak 


and puny, and the witness saw Dr. Wil- 
cox's carriage at Palmer's house two 
or three times a week, so often, in fact, 
that it was noticeable until Palmer waa 
about 12 or 13 years old. When young 
Palmer went out on the street he seemed 
to be under greater care than a boy of 
his age usually was. He was not al- 
lowed to run, and his attendant kept 
closer to him t)han It was cusfjoimajry 
for a. person to keep to a boy. Palmer's 
laugh was deabribed by this witnie-ss, 
who said that all his life he had a, foolish 
laugh. 


Frank Payton knew the defendant 


from his childhood, and saw him fre- 
quently. Palmer was not as talkative as 
children generally are, and the witness 
was of the opinion that Palmer's man£ajl 
condition has always been weak. 


George L. Yose testified that he had 


seen Palmer frequewtlly when heiwasa 
boy and since. Palmer seemid a simple- 
minded boy and' was always in the co-re 
of his mother. Of late years witness had 
had many conversations with Palmer and 
noticed he was peculiar. This peculiarity 
consisted in his failure to keep up a con- 
nected conversation. 


J. B. Roberts, a barber, said he worked 


as a hair dresser for th« defendant for 
14 years once a week or every 10 days. 
About two months aftar witness had 
been going to defendant's house de- 
fendant complained of feeling ill, and 
soon his eyes began, sticking out and his 
face grew purple. This occurred while 
witness was cutting defendant's hair, 
and the mother of defendant was called 
and Bhe requested the witness to go 
away. On a number of other occasions 
while witness would be cutting Pallner'a 
hair, he would drop MB jaw and| stare, 
then struggle and cry: "Oh, oh!" and 
grow rigid.

WAIL OF A FLAT DWELLER. 


Mr. Werkenday*« Remarks on New York 


Apartment Bathrooms. 


"A long and bitter experience in 


apartments forces me to observe," said 
Mr. W.erkenday, shivering as he hopped 
on the oilclQth of tho bathroom with 
his bare feet, "that tGe architects who 
plan the ordinary flat of commerce do 
not bathe. I don't judge this from their 
appearance, because they are a particu- 
larly clean and nice lot of men. But I 
cannot believe that any one with the 
least respect for the importance of tho 
bathroom could treat it with snch ar- 
chitectural stepfatherliness. 


"It always is shoved away in a dark 


corner as far from the bedrooms and as 
near tb,e parlor or dining room as possi- 
ble. It always is dark and ventilated 
by an airshaft up which there flows 
perpetually a dismal draft that has 
something on its mind and groansrahout 
it all the time. It ought to have some- 
thing on its mind, for it is a sure kill- 
er. Then, of course, the bathroom, bo- 
ing the only place in the house where 
one takes off all his clothes and gets 
wet all over, is the place which most 
frequently has no heating appliances. 


"Again, why do so many architects 


build the washstand in the hallway in- 
stead of in the bathroom, where it be- 
longs? I don't know whether they think 
that a- man enjoys taking his bath in 
sections or whether they act on tho 
theory that ho ought to take it gradual- 
ly, preparing himself for the bathtub 
by degrees. 


"I asked an architect once why ho 


did it. 'Well,' said he, 'we hardly ever 
do differently except in private houses.' 
, "Has only the privateer, then, as the 
Europeans call him, the right to take a 
complete bath in one room, or has evo- 
lution produced a species of flatters who 
naturally are incapable of doing it? 


"I suppose that the smallness of bath- 


tubs is explained by the lack of room. 
Of course every flathouse bathtub is too 
email for any one except an infant, and 
I have noticed, not without some awe, 
that in each new flat into which we 
move the bathtub is smaller than it was 
in the one preceding. As I am growing 
stouter each year, a genuine misfortune 
for one whose finances make a third or 
fourth flat necessary, I am sure that it 
we make two or three more 'moves' we 
will, on this scale of bathtub decrease, 
find a bathtwb into which I will not he 
able to get at all. "—New York Press.

When the fish was killed and placed 


in alcohol, the bright yellow disappear- 
ed entirely and left in its place a whitish 
color.—Pacific Commercial Advertiser.

Of all the meat products of the country 


ther* is nothing that is so universally 
well regarded as suited to all seasons 
and to all conditions as ham £Jid bacon. 
In north and south, in winter and sum- 
mer, 
in war and peace, the smoked pro- 


duct of the hog seems to fill the bill. Let 
us consider for a few moments its prep- 
aration and uses. 


In the first place let me sug-gest that 


the size of a ham has much to do with 
the way it should be served. A whole 
ham will boil much more satisfactorily 
than a part of one. For boiling or fry- 
ing never use a ha-m of less than 12 
pounds, and one weighing 15 pounds is 
better. Even then only the center of 
the ham should be sliced. Take off at 
least two inches of the large end in one 
cut and then slice up the remainder as 
it is needed until the upper Joint of the 
bone is reached. It is well to use this 
shank with the thick slice taken from 
the end in preparing the many nice 
dishes of which ham is a basis. 


Ham for 'broiling or frying should be 


cut in slices never more than one-quar- 
ter of an inch thick, and even thinner 
than that is preferrable. If the meat is 
too salt put it after it is sliced in cold 
water for an hour before cooking, then 
dry carefully with a napkin. Never use 
tepid or hot water for this purpose, as 
it will toughen the meat. Never cook 
sliced ham until it is time to serve it, for 
when after cooking it is left by the fire 
to wait and keep warm it will speedily 
toughen, lose all its juices, and be about 
as palatable as leather. 


After using the choicest central cuts 


for broiling or frying the ends of the 
ham may be made equally valuable. 
Boil them slowly but thoroughly, take 
out the bone, carefully trim off the skin 
and the entire outer surface, and any 
bits of the meat that may have become 
discolored. Cbep the fat and lean to- 
gether, and mix thoroughly and you have, 
the basis of almost numberless dishes. 
Let us prepare a few, 'beginning with 


HAM OMELET. 


Put the desired quantity of ham 


chopped as above into a frying pan, pour 
over it enough of eggs (which have pre- 
viously been well beaten with a cup of 
milk) to make a generous omelet, stir 
thoroughly, and as soon as the egg stiff- 
ens dish, and send to the table smoking 
hot. 


HAM CROQUETTES. 


Chop the haan finer than for an ome- 
| let and season with pepper and mustard. 


With a little flour in hand make up small 
balls and dip in toeaten egg, roll in, crumbs 
of bread or cracker, and fry to a light 
brown in deep fat. 


But you do not need to be instructed 


in these details. The essential thing is 
to select and prepare the ham properly 
in the first place. When this is done 
you will have no difficulty in disposing 
of it either in slices or chopped form. 


LOUIS ROIE. 


fcRANGE PTE.' 


L'r.s a plate with thin paste and two 


rims, prick holes in it, and bake quickly. 
Cut of£ the skins of three oranges close 
to the pulp, and scoop out the sections 
of pulp as whole as possible, leaving the 
membrane on the core. Pick out the 
seeds as you proceed, and put the pulp in 
a strainer. To the juice which drains 
through add the juice of one lemon and 
enough water to make one cupful. Put it 
on to boil, and thicken it with one heap- 
Ing tablespoonful corn starch mixed with 
one cup of sugar. Cook ten minutes, add 
one tablespoonful butter, remove from 
the firs, and add quickly the well-beaten 
yolks of two eggs. Pour into the baked 
crust and when cooled cover with the 
drained sections of oranges. Just before 
serving sprinkle thickly with powdered 
sugar. Or, the pie may be covered with 
a meringue, or with whipped cream. 


DRIED APPLE PIE. 


Use the cleanest and best dried apples. 


Remove every bit of core or anything 
that may be objectionable. Wash them, 
thoroughly, and put them in boiling 
water—just enough to show amorg the 
pieces, and cook until tender. Wash 
well, and if lumpy, sift them. Add sugar 
to taste, the amount w^ll depend upon the 
apple. Flavor with lemon or orange 
juice and the grated rind, but do not boil 
the rind with the apples. Rosewater. 
cinnamon or nutmeg may be used to 
vary the flavor. Spread a thin layer of 
the apple on a shallow pie-plate, pre- 
viously lined with crust, cover with a 
crust, press the crusts together near the 
edge, and bakje quickly. 


CREAMY PUDDIN&. 


Butter a two-quart pudding dish, and 


put into it a quart of new or unskimmed 
milk, two tablespponfuls each of pearl 
tapioca, well-washed rice, and sugar, 
one-half of a teaspoonful salt, and a 
quarter of a nutmeg grated. Let them 
soak on the back of the stove an hour 
or more. Bake one hour in a very mod- 
erate oven, and stir it up from th« bot- 
tom, 
but not from the edges, several 


times during the first half hour, then add 
one heaping tablespoonful of butter. 
When done it should be soft and creamy, 
rather than brown, or dry. Serve with 
cream and mild-flavored jelly beaten to- 
gether in equal proportions.

The name of Eureka gas is given to a 


new illnTainant, expected to rival acety- 
lene. This gas, as described in Inven- 
tion and originated by M. Hector de 
Favi of Montefiascone, Italy, is obtained 
as follows: Lime as pure as possible is 
employed as a base, colophony and cal- 
cium carbide being added—1,000 parts 
of the mixture ready for use consisting 
of 900 of quicklime, 50 of colophony 
•nd 50 of calcium carbide—and there is 
eaid to be no liability of explosion by 
mixing with air. No heating of water 
and no special burner is needed. One 
thousand parts of the mixture give 60 
liters of gas at a pressure of 35 milli- 
meters of water, and the photometric 
intensity of the flame is stated to be 
62.4 candle hours, while the same 
•mount of calcium carbide employed 
•ingly would give only 18 candle hours. 
Thus, it is asserted, the new gas is 50 
per cent cheaper than acetylene, or that 
at equal cost it will give half, as much 
inore light

ROLL, JELLY CAKE. 


Three egga, the yolks beaten with one 


cup of sugar,two tablespoonfuls of sweet 
milk. Beat the whites to a froth, then 
thoroughly with the yolks and sugar. 
Mix one heaping teaspoonful of baking 
powder with one cup of flour; add to the 
other ingredients; flavor with lemon 
and bake at once in moderately hot oven. 
While hot remove from the pan, and lay 
in a cloth wet with cold water. Spread 
with jelly and roll quickly. Sprinkle 
With powdered sugar. 


PANNED POTATOES. 


Pare raw potatoes, cut them In thin 


slices, and put in layers in a baking dish 
•with salt and pepper. Pour in sufficient 
milk to almost cover th« potatoes, and 
bake in a slow oven for two hours. If 
the milk should be reduced more than 
one-half, add a little more.

CREAM FILLING. 


Little more than half a pint of milk, 


one-half cup of sugar, one heaping table- 
spoonful of cornstarch, one egg, and a 
little piece of butter. 


DELICATE SPICE CAKE.

thirds cup sugar ,two and one-half cups 
flour (generous), one egg, two-thirds 
cup of molasses, one cup milk, two small 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, ona table- 
spoonful vinegar or lemon juice, one 
tablspoonful mixed splceg (cinnamon, 
cloves, mace and nutmeg). Beat the 
egg well; add molasses, sugar, spice, 
butter, milk, and last the vinegar or 
lemon juice. Bake in shallow pana. 


VIRGINIA CORN BREAD. 


Break two eggs in a bowl, add onehalf 


cup of flour, one cup meal, onehalf cup 
milk, one spoonful of lard and butter 
mixed, heaping teaspoonful baking pow- 
der and beat thoroughly. Lastly, add 
a little more than a cup of boiling water. 
The mixture should be very thin and bake 
in an earthen dish.

Broderick replied to the conservative 
member, declaring he believed Lord 
Beresford over-sanguine. 
He left no 


doubt that the present government 
would do no more than protect British 
trade and British rights in China. This 
means that the party in power in Eng- 
land is committed to it by her treaty 
agreement with Russia. A little fric- 
tion just now in China might reverse 
the whole affair. 


"Officials of the League of American 


Wheelmen estimate that the cost of a 
first-class 
battle-ship would provide 


for the building of 2,000 miles of first- 
class macadam roads. Or, if used in 
one continuous line, it would provide 
a national highway extending from 
Boston to Denver. The same officials 
compare the good derived from river 
improvements, railroad subsidies, etc., 
to the amount of good that could be 
done if the same amounts were de- 
voted to good roads, which are the 
necessity of greater numbers than any 
of the other objects, and it is at once 
apparent that one of the greatest 
economical needs of the country has 
been overloked in the enthusiasm for 
others." 


Those who remember tte vigorous de- 


mands made by numerous speakers in 
the last presidential campaign, in favor 
of increasing the amount of money in 
circulation, will be interested in the 
official statement that during the past 
twenty years the amount of circulating 
medium in the United States has more 
than doubled, that it has increased 
more than fifty per cent since 18S6, and 
more than 25 per cent since July 1st, 
1896. No ^period in our history has 
shown a more rapid growth in the 
amount of money in circulation than 
the last few years. At present it ag- 
gregates nearly $2,000,000,000, and the 
rate of increase since July 1, 1S96, has 
been nearly half a million, dollars for 
each business day. At present there is 
in circulation an amount of money 
equal to $25 for every man, woman and 
child in the United States, and nearly 
a third of this is in gold coin. No other 
country on the face of the globe cam 
boast the possession of so much cur- 
rent wealth."—Leslie's Weekly. 


"Teachers' salaries are highest in the 


cities of California, where the average 
monthly pay of teachers and supervi- 
sors in cities of 8,000 and upwards is 
$89.98, and outside the 
cities $62.21. 


Wyoming comes next with $83.29 in 
the cities and $76.15 in the rural dis- 
tricts. The next highest state in the 
matter of salaries is (for cities) Colo- 
rado, $82.04; next Montana, $81.46; next 
the District of Columbia, $76.00; next 
Illinois, 
$74.95; ' next Massachusetts, 


$70.90; next New York, $70.74; and next 
Oregon, $70.35. In these latter states 
the salaries paid outride of the cities 
are little more than half the city rates; 
indeed, in New York state the salaries 
in rural schools average only $26.18 per 
month, which is little better than in 
the rural schools of Mississippi. Even 
Louisiana pays $32.64. If It were not 
for the fact that the proportion of 
women teachers is very much larger in 
the east than In the west, the Massa- 
chusetts salary showing would lead 
the wfcQlo country,—which is very 
much as we should, expect. The sala- 
ries of male teachers and supervisors 
In that state average 
$144.80 per 


month, and of women $52.20."—Gun- 
ton's Magazine.

a number of states they pay nothing at 
all. On lines where brakemen demand 
money from them, 10 cents is usually 
sufficient to settle for a Journey of a 
hundred miles, and 20 cents often se- 
cures a night's ride. They have dif- 
ferent methods of riding, among which 
the favorite is to steal into an empty 
box car on a freight train. At night this 
is comparatively easy to do; on many 
roads it is possible to travel this way, 
undisturbed, till morning. If the train 
has no "empties," they must ride on top 
of the car, between the "bumpers," on 
one of the car ladders, or on the rods. 
On passenger trains they ride on top, 
on the "blind baggage," and on the 
trucks. Taking this country by and 
large, it is no exaggeration to say that 
every night in the year ten thousand 
free passengers of the tramp genus 
travel on the different railroads in the 
ways mentioned, and that ten thousand 
more are waiting at watering tanks and 
in railroad yards for opportunities to 
get on the trains. I estimate the pro- 
fessional tramp population at about 
sixty thousand, a third of whom are 
generally on the move."—Josiah Flynt 
in the Century.

"Sir Thomas Lipton, the challenger 


for the 'America's' cup, is a picturesque 
figure in the world of sport, or, for that 
matter, in any field. He is now about 
forty-five years of age. He was born, in 
Belfast of poor parents, and begun life 
in a very humble manner. He started 
as the proprietor of a small grocery 
store in Glasgow. He slept in. the store, 
swept it himself, sold his own goods, 
and, so far as possible, delivered them 
too. 
Although he was not a Yankee, 


he conceived the scheme of hiring per- 
sona to pretend to be buyers of goods 
at his store. The result was that he 
apparently had a crowded place of 
business, and this brought him real 
customers. In a short time he was able 
to open another store, and then he 
hired persons to go with arms full of 
bundles from one to the other. By such 
devices he soon built up a large trade, 
and he then began to extend his busi- 
ness to other towns. He made a spe- 
cialty of cheese and coffee, and as he 
really sold good cheese and coffee, he 
held the trade which he attracted to 
his stores. He now has a great whole- 
sale house in London, and between two 
and three hundred stores in various 
parts of the United Kingdom. 
His 


knighthood was conferred upon him by 
the queen as one of the honors dis- 
tributed at the time of her jubilee. Sir 
Thomas about the-same time gave $250,- 
000 to the princess of Wales hospital 
fund. He is a very liberal man, and he 
subscribed $50,000 for the support of 
cheap eating houses in London." 


"Mr. Herreshoff is not 'glind. There is 


a tradition," says W. J. Henderson, in 
a beautifully illustrated article on the 
American Cup Race for 1899 in the June 
magazine number of The Outlook, 
"which clings to life with wonderful 
tenacity, that the Herreshoff who de- 
signs yachts is without use of his eyes.

thin man, with red beard and a stoop.

of the smartest yacht sailors in, the 
country, and in some of the trial races of 
the 'Defender1 he was at the helm, with 
disastrous results to the opposing craft, 
About the time'when yachtsmen were 
wondering who would succeed Mr. Bur- 
gess as a designer of fast sloops, the 
forty-foot sloop 'Gloriana,' designed by 
Mr. Herreshoff, came out, and cut a 
wide swath in the yachting annals of 
her first year. She defeated all com- 
petitors with.so much ease, and showed 
so many novel features of design, that 
nautical experts feel'that the new man 
had arrived. So when it became nec- 
essary to build a champion to defend 
the cup against the 'ValkyrtV yachts- 
men turned to the designer of the 
'Glorlana,' and- he produced for them 
the fleet 'Vigilant,' which did the work 
allotted to her In splendW manner, Mr. 
HcrreshoK became at #RCp ,thc leading 


designer of the United States, and the 
'Defender,' the fastest yacht sloop ever 
built, was from his board. If the 'Co- 
lumbia* proves to be her superior, the 
designer will have achieved a triumph 
indeed."' 


"The whole trouble with the trusts is 


in the kind of men who control them. 
Trusts are the highest type of com- 
mercial organization, and if they wore 
conducted with some consideration for 
the public welfare they would be ad- 
mirable. It is in their power to give 
commercial stability to transact busi- 
ness in such a way that there will be 
no waste, and by the gigantic extent 
of their operations produce at the low- 
est possible cost But the men who 
build trusts are not in business for 
their health. In applying the princi- 
ples that alone will bring success they 
must be inexorable. The machine they 
control controls them, and they must 
override opposition or be crushed them- 
selves. There is a mistaken idea in 
many quarters that trusts are con- 
trolled by boards, but it is almost in- 
variably true that each giant corpo- 
ration of this kind Is reauy swayed by 
one man who may be influenced by 
others, but who is in reality absolute. 


If there is any truth in the theories 


cf Dr. Gall and Spurzheim, the typical 
trust-builder must have a head that 
during business hours has only three 
active bumps-^those of force, greed 
and cruelty. As a matter of fact the 
men who gave grown pre-eminent in 
business life since the trust system 
became popular are men who are lack- 
ing in almost -every characteristic but 
those named. Often illiterate and vul- 
gar, their force has carried them far- 
ther than any nmn however well 
equipped could go with the advantages 
of learning and culture. Their lust for 
wealth is not handicapped by any of 
the tastes that give other men mare 
than one pui-pose in life, and their busi- 
ness training makes them move re- 
morselessly toward their goal without 
a thought for those who must be 
crushed, that they may acquire the 
power they seek. One is forced to 
admire them for their efficiency, for 
the masterly way in which, they ac- 
complish their \vork; but they do not 
inspire affection."—Peter McArtliur in 
Ainslee's for June.

AGAIN UNDER ARREST 


Cuiseppe Ranieri, the Man 


Who Was Thought to 


Have Sent Poison 


WROTE LETTER, "NOT GUILTY" 


Of Sending Obscene Matter Through 


Mail, Held for United States Grand 


Jury. Big Surprise of the 


Man. 


Guiseppe Ranieti was released from 


the Plttslleld jail this morning, having 
completed the term of his sentence of 
SO days for technical assault, consist- 
ing in sending: packages of purported 
poison to Francesco de Sabato in this 
city. His liberty was not long-lived, 
however, as he was arrested at once in 
the jail by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Waters of Boston, on the charge 
of sending obscene matter through the 
mails. This has been planned from the 
time he was sentenced in the local 
court, but it was something of a sur- 
prise to Eanieri. He had not been told 
that he was to be rearrested, and his 
joy at being' released was brought to a 
sudden close. 


He was taken at once before United 


States Commissioner Wood of Pitts- 
field, and arraigned. He pleaded not 
guilty of the charge, although he ad- 
mitted freely that he sent the letter 
that was mailed at Pontoosuc, ani 
which was the one that resulted in his 
arrest. He had admitted this before 
to Chief Kendall here, and apparently 
did not realize that he was practically 
convicting himself in the admission, as 
this letter was one of the most obscene 
that was sent. 


The attorney for the prosecuttou was 


Second Assistant District Attorney 
Washburne of Boston, and a number of 
witnesses were examined, including 
Postoffice Inspector Pendleton, who has 
been working on the case, Postmaster 
King of Pontoosac, Chief Kendall and 
Officer Rosasco of this city, and Fran- 
cesco do Sabato and his son. 


The evidence was conclusive enough 


to warrant holding the man for the 
next term of the United States grand 
jury, which meats in Boston. September 
12, and Ranieri was put under bonds of 
5300 for his appearance. Not being able 
to furnish this he was taken at once to 
Charlestown prison.

the latest notable murder case. "Chem- 
istry is a very nice science, but it is 
possible to make some end blunders in 
applying it to law and evidence. There 
are certain things yon can prove by it 
if you are sure of your premises and 
certain other things that you cannot. 
This thing of tryiiijjflio prove a good 
deal by chemistry caiis to mind the beef 
extract case that gave a packer in this 
city considerable uneasiness. 


"Somebody got hold of his beef ex« 


tract and claimed that it was made from 
horseflesh, and it was proved by analy- 
sis—that is, to the satisfaction of the 
man that analyzed it. The ordinary test 
for horseflesh, according to the authori- 
ties, is glycogen. This is a snbstanca 
that, speaking in a general way, is 
found in horseflesh, but does not exist 
in beef, and it was shown that this par- 
ticular extract contained glycogen. 


"The packer came to us in some dis- 


tress of mind for a way out of the diffi- 
culty. He said his extract was made of 
nothing bnt beef, and he wanted us to 
help him provo it, and we did so to his 
relief and to the satisfaction of the 
health officers. 
We demonstrated that, 


while an ordinary piece of beef did not 
contain glycogen, it existed in the 
heart, liver and blood of cattle, and 
eome of each of these might have en- 
tered into the making of the beef ex- 
tract. The result was that the chemist 
who had arrived at such sweeping con- 
clusions from the first test had to back 
down from his position. "—Chicago 
Times-Herald.
